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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant' argues that it would not have been 
obvious to utilize the support structure disclosed by Minuth in the bioreactors disclosed by MacDonald and Martinez. Applicant suggests 
that since Minuth does not disclose a bioreactor, does not teach biodegradable fibers coated upon a carrier, and does not have a three- 
dimensional skeleton, one would not have been motivated to replace the woven fabric disclosed by MacDonald and Martinez with the 
biodegradable material of Minuth. 

However, Applicant's remarks do not faithfully represent the suggested combination. Nowhere has it been suggested that it would have 
been obvious to replace the support structures of MacDonald and Martinez with the configuration of Minuth. The previous Office Action 
merely states that it would have been obvious to construct the woven supports of MacDonald and Martinez in part using the biodegradable 
materials of Minuth. Rather than totally replace the fabric structures of MacDonald and Martinez, one would have found it obvious to 
incorporate, to some degree, the biodegradable materials of Minuth when forming these supports. Minuth teaches that biodegradable 
fibers work to promote natural and uninhibited cell growth during a culturing process. Therefore, a mixture of biodegradable fibers would 
add extra benefits when incorporated into a support constructed originally from non-biodegradable materials. 
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
